Windmill Centre 1. Gas heaters installed in advance of authorisation have now 
been accepted, Br. Gas to pay £100 to Windmill Centre Funds. 2. Rockwell accept 
responsibility for damp on south wall of Centre. 3, Peter Reynolds Assoc. have 
been appointed project managers for the first phase of development of the Centre 
and will seek tenders for work on access road, lighting, drainage and car park. 
Trust Fund The Chairman drew attention to the many enquiries and complaints from 
Parishioners about the length of time taken to establish the Trust. It was now 13 
months since attempts to set up the Trust had started. All went well at first and 
a Public Meeting was called last May. However, objections were lodged to the 
amount of money received for the land, and this led to lengthy further enquiries, 
negotiations and revaluations. At the moment the matter is in the hands of the 
Charity Commissioners and the legal authorities. It is hoped that the matter will 
be concluded soon. PC will ask The Deddington News to publish an official 
statement. In the meantime, it was decided that a ballot to elect Trustees should 
be deferred until after the PC elections in May. { AN UNFORTUNATE DELAY - EDS ] 
A423 Danger to pedestrians crossing the road, especially to The Grove flats. A 
zebra crossing would not be acceptable so near the traffic lights, so the PC will 
press for a pedestrian light at the present traffic lights.

Solar Designs, Hopcraft Lane, Deddington - major extensions to 
buildings and car park. PC no objection but private objections may be expected,

residents adjoining the wall near these proposed buildings might well object.

FROM MRS BERYL GREENWOOD, HIGH STREET, DEDDINGTON 
I have read the comments of the retiring chairman of the Deddington Parish 
Council regarding the Windmill Project with particular interest to the reference 
that “for an investment of £21,500 the Parish Council has provided and paid for 
a new Conmunity hall and its integral sports facilities, 3 double tennis courts 
etc..." As a former chairman of the Deddington Tennis Club, I should like to 
set the record straight by saying that the members of the club themselves raised 
almost £20,000 to caver the cast of building the 3 courts by the follawing 
means: i paying a 5 year membership subscription 

ii obtaining a loan of £2,500 from the Sports Council 

iii taking out personal loans from local benefactors 

iv intensive fund raising 
I therefore feel it only right that the village should be aware that the tennis 
club has been self financing and that the Parish Council's contribution to the 
club extends only to the use of the land. 


FROM NIGEL ODDY, EARL'S LANE, DEDDINGTON 

I found George Fenemore's letter in the March issue both disappointing and 
insulting. I was not a member of the action group but, along with well over 100 
other villagers, I contributed time and money to the effort to realise more 
money from the sale of the land. This was not done because of any personal 
animosity towards the PC but to help the community. Perhaps Mr Fenemore should 
thank his parishioners for their successful efforts rather than taking personal 
umbrage and deriding them.

I was very dismayed to read Councillor Fenemore's letter in the March issue of 
The Deddington News. The controversial sale of the Windmill land is over and, 
thanks to the efforts of many parishioners, including parish councillors past 
and present, we now have the ability to finance many worthwile projects. Let's 
look to the future and learn from the past. Would it be possible, for example, 
for the Trust Fund to hold open meetings where ideas could be presented and

A MESSAGE FROM MICHAEL REED IN REPLY TO A MESSAGE FROM GEORGE FENEMORE 

Mr Fenemore's message (in the March issue of The Deddington News) contains 
misleading information. Here are the facts. 

Parish Council minutes will confirm that a large number of Parish Councillors 
were against the Windmill development from the beginning and voted against it. 
It was only when the Working Group, headed by Rob Forsyth and Richard Broadbent, 
resigned because of the Parish Council's interference that the PC were obliged 
to deal with it. Now they have £770,000 in the kitty (thanks to the action 
group) and are trying to claim the credit. Could Mr Fenemore explain why in 
September 1988's Deddington News the Chairman announced a settlement figure of 
£110,000 would be forthcoming and within 6 months this had gone up to £770,000? 


The problem of Phase II was caused by the PC selling the old school buildings 
and land thereto WITHOUT RETAINING RIGHTS OF ACCESS & DRAINAGE to the Phase II 
land. I am surprised at this, knowing that at the time the Council considered

the contract for sale, its members included.a successful property developer, an 
estate agent and other business people, and.took legal advice. When they 
subsequently sold the Phase II land, they again ignored advice to retain these 
same rights to the land to the East of Phase II which would come under pressure 
for future development. The possible financial loss to the parish because of 
this makes the current funds held by the parish insignificant. Why did the 
Council not take an option on the Bishop land? 


Reference is made to Indexing being over a period of 2 years. This is 
incorrect. The indexing covered a period of only 10 months between 2nd November 
1987 and 30th September 1988. My letter to the District Valuer on this point 
was 

"You will recall our telephone conversations and correspondence on this 
matter last year, and for some time I have been aware of the indexing of the 
land by you in accordance with the contract between the PC and Rockwell at 125% 
on the original value, taking the price per acre from £125,000 up to £281, 256, 
but I have been unable to take this up with you until such time as the DOE land 
price statistics were available. The indexing at 125% was at. the time, and 
still is in my view, most generous, bearing in mind that in the same period 
October 1987 to September 1988 the DOE recorded an increase of only 42.45%, and 
I enclose a copy of an extract. from this week's Estate Gazette in support. Had 
you used the DOE index or something similar, as you might have been expected to 
do, then the final sum available after deductions would have been around 
£377,000 as against the £777,000 received. It would be appreciated if you could 
let me have details of the various factors which enabled you to arrive at an 
index of 125% when the national average was only 42%%, and what reaction you 
received from Rockwell during the indexing negotiations. 


"You will recall also my-concern that the 50% key money need not have been 
necessary if perusal of the existing access in ownership of the PC had been 
properly pursued. Such an Application was submitted to Cherwell District, 
Council and Planning Approval granted on the 15th May, and I would appreciate 
your comments on this and how it may have affected your negotiations with 
Rockwell if this alternative access had been known at the time." 


The District Valuer refused ta comment. I believe he did not have a 
satisfactory answer. I believe that, due to the action group's pressure on the 
telephone and in correspondence concerning his unrealistic base figure for the 
land, he did the best he could to put the matter right. As a direct result of 
this pressure the Parishioners of Deddington are £400,000 better off. 


I accept that a narrow strip of land would have had ta be acquired from 
Oxfordshire County Council. However, this could have been combined with the 
release of the restrictive covenant held by OCC on the 4 acres Phase II land, 
which they released for only £7,500. On a pro-rata basis the strip of playgroup 
land would have cost about £500!. 


Whatever Mr Fenemore's personal views are on using the alternative access, the 
FACT is that both Cherwell District Council and Oxfordshire County Council could 
find no VALID reason as to why the alternative access could not be used safely 
for both residential and leisure traffic. Mr Fenemore suggests that the scheme 
providing the present facilities would have been compromised by using the 
alternative access. He should explain himself. 


As for the devastation it would have caused, this is again Mr Fenemore's 
personal view and he does not bother to substantiate it. A sale of the land at 
£3 million may have gone some way to overcoming his concern. I would suggest 
that there are many parishioners who would rather see £770,000 or even £3m in 
the village coffers than the £110,000 the Parish Council expected.

The District Auditor is to make a Report. When acquainted with the brief facts 
he felt the Parish Council's handling of the sale warranted the Report. The PC 
is responsible, not the action group or any individual, for the costs incurred. 
The Report, which I have been consulted upon for some months, is still in draft 
form and unfortunately will not be finalised and available for publication 
before the Parish Election. I hope the Parish Council will publish it in full 
in due course. It is highly critical of the Parish Council's handling of the 
sale and considers their approach sloppy and unbusinesslike, and that the 
Council could not be certain it had secured the most profitable arrangements for 
the Parish. In my view, those members of the Parish Council responsible for the 
handling of the sale have only one honourable course of action to take.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE Fire calls During last month we received 25 calls: 

1 barn fire, 1 call to controlled burning of old hay bales, 1 car fire, 1 road 
traffic accident, 1 chemical spillage, 3 chimmey fires, 6 false alarms with good 
intent, 7 calls on automatic systems, and 4 calls to stand by at other fire 
stations. 1990 total 65. Recruiting We are still in the same position we were a 
year ago with only 9 personnel on Station, and only 4 available in the day time. 
I am sorry to say the last recruit failed to fulfil his contract and has 
therefore been dismissed from the service. Therefore we are still just as 
desperate as we ever were for more firefighters, and as of now we have not had 
anyone enquire. Predetermined attendance Some people seem to think that the Fire 
Service over-react with the number of appliances they send to certain incidents, 
but may I point out that there are laid down criteria as to how many attend each 
type of incident. For example a chimney fire is only 1 appliance, whereas a chip 
pan fire is called a house fire ‘and can quite easily develop into one) there 
fore 2 appliances are initially mobilised. A car fire is only 1 machine, whereas 
a lorry is 2 machines. A road traffic accident with persons trapped is 1 pumping 
appliance plus the rescue tender. A chemical incident is 2 pumping appliances, 
the chemical incident unit and 1 further pumping appliance to supply the 
chemical incident unit with water for the shower unit. Sometimes extra applian- 
ces are not needed and are stopped by way of a radio message before they reach 
the incident, but a lot of the time they ARE needed and it is better for them to 
be already mobile than for us to have to ask for them when we arrive at a job 

as valuable minutes are saved. So the next time anyone sees 2 or even 3 applian- 
ces turn up at an incident and perhaps 2 drive away without doing anything, 
remember that it is the predetermined attendance procedure, and it better to 


have them there and not require them than it is to have to wait for them.
